[UVAD]; five liquid storage tanks, six 2.5-ton trucks, an undetermined number of 
road graders, one cherry picker crane, two large vooden crates; (b) NIKOLA J PIROGOV 
[UPVT], four trucks, two cranes, one bulldozer, and oilier miscellaneous deck cargo; 

(c) LES02AV0DSK flJQIS], vaiious types of army vehicles, including trucks, on deck; 

(d) KEMOVSIC luRTM] , five tank trucks, two busses, four light trucks, nineteen large 
army trucks, three crane trucks, two truck tractors, two large wooden crates, 
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fifty uniformed men; (e) ICLSLGVODSK^UIUR], sixteen trucks . 

In 0X1 Incorrect callsign .and gross tonnage were given for the 

refrigerator ship SME2R0P0L’ which is currently en route Cuba from the Black Sea.
